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MBTA Gives Contract 
To New Bus Company

The Massachusetts Bay Transpor- 
tation Authority has awarded a 
$216,000 contract to a new bus com- 
pany, owned by James F’. Trombly, 
for the Merrimack Valley to Boston 
bus route effective Jan. 30. 

Current weekday service will be 
maintained. And the company will 
be subsidized an additional $12,000 to 
start up weekend and holiday serv- 
ice. New schedules, effective at the 
end of the month, are being pub- 
lished. 

Trombly, son of Frank Trombly— 
owner of the Dracut-based Trombly 
Motor Coach Service—will be the 
owner and president of the yet to be 
named company. 

The MBTA’s contract with Merri- 
mac Transportation, the company 
that currently services the Merri- 
mack Valley to Boston route, will of- 
ficially be severed Jan, 29, said 
MBTA spokesman Vincent Carbona. 

Unhappy with Merrimac’s propo- 
sal in September to cutback week- 
end and midday service, the MBTA 
decided to award the subsidy to an- 
other firm, calling for bids in No- 
vember. 

Preparation for the takeover has 
begun, said Trombly. That includes 
purchasing equipment—eight used 
and two spare buses and hiring help. 
Establishing a name for the bus 
company is also in the works. 

Although he and his father’s com- 
pany will be separate, they will both 
be based in Dracut. “It is a good 
relationship,” said the younger 
Trombly, referring to the two bus 
companies. 

Trombly Motor Coach Service ran 
the Merrimack Valley to Boston 
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route for 17 years, from 1968 to 1985. 
But, according to James Trombly, 
the route was losing money. 

Unable to compensate by trans- 
ferring funds from their other opera- 
tions, Trombly sold rights to the line 
to Merrimac Transportation. 

In 1987, the MBTA began annual 
subsidization of the route in the 
amount of about $204,000. 

This compensation wasn’t enough 
for Merrimac Transportation to 
maintain the level of service ex- 
pected by the MBTA, company offi- 
cials said. “They wanted to cut 
service, and we wanted to increase 
it,” Carbona said.

Former Andover

In the early hours after Gov. Mi- 
chael Dukakis’ surprise announce- 
ment Tuesday that he would not 
seek re-election, a former Andover 
legislator is one of several names 
being mentioned as a candidate in 
the now wide-open 1990 election.

Although not avail- 
able for comment by presstime, a 
state party member and long-time 
associate confirmed that Cronin is 
leaning towards entering the race. 

“He is very serious about run- 
ning,” said William MacDougall, a 
member of the State Republican 
Committee.

Disabled Drivers 


The state Department of Revenue 
wants to help disabled drivers take 
advantage of a tax exemption that is 
sometimes overlooked. 

By Massachusetts law, some phys- 
ically disabled taxpayers are 
exempt from paying the state 
sales/use tax on certain motor vehi- 
cles, DOR officials said. They said a 
motor vehicle can be exempt from 
the tax if the driver who buys it has 
lost two or more limbs or lost the use 
of at least 80 percent of each of two 
or more limbs. 

Taxpayers seeking this exemption 
should contact DOR’s determination 
bureau before attempting to register 
a car with the Registry of Motor Ve- 
hicles. 

DOR employees can explain the 
legal requirements for claiming this 
exemption, as well as supply the 
necessary affidavit (Form MVU-33). 
The brief form requires the signa- 
ture of the taxpayer and, in some 
cases, the signature of the taxpay- 
er’s physician. 

Once the appropriate signatures 
are obtained, the form should be at- 
tached to a completed registration 
application (RMV-1)—available 
through the taxpayer’s auto dealer 
or insurance company—and sub- 
mitted to the registry.

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Building Task Force Established 


The Systemwide Building Needs Task 
Force has been established, and mem- 
bership was approved by the School Com- 
mittee at its Dec. 20 meeting. 


The task force will consider each of the 
reports submitted by individual building 
needs task forces in conjunction with a 
technical report compiled by DiNisco 
Kretch Associates, a Boston based ar- 
chitectural firm.

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Recycling 
Works 
In New Jersey 


By Virginia Cole 


Mandatory recycling in New Jersey is 
working with the cooperation of all levels 
of government and lots of cooperation 
from the homeowner, or maybe we should 
call them the waste producers. 

I have just spent a few days with my 
daughter in a township in central New 
Jersey. They have state regulations: re- 
cycling of newspapers, aluminum cans, 
glass, lawn wastes (clippings and leaves) 
and Christmas trees is mandatory. It 
seems that having established this, how it 
is accomplished is left to the county gov- 
ernment or the township. At any rate, the 
town dump is closed except for occasional 
use as a transfer station. Trash pickup is 
by private trucks, each household hires 
its own, although all the people in one sec- 
tion seem to hire the same one. The trash 
man has written his customers that he is 
not allowed to pick up any of the manda- 
tory recycled items and he does not. It is 
assumed he is controlled by the place 
where he must dump. 


Paper and cardboard, magazines and 
junk mail are bagged or tied like ours and 
put out along with aluminum cans (they 
do not have the bottle bill) and all color of 
glass. A recycling truck picks up these 
things each week and takes them to a 
sorting facility where they are processed 
for sale. If you do not choose to compost 
your leaves and grass, you may take 
them to the old landfill where they are 
picked up regularly and go to a state li- 
censed composting facility from which 
the compost is sold or this year a special 
dispensation was granted so that lawn 
wastes, particularly leaves, are given to 
the farmers in the area who wanted them. 
Everyone must take their own lawn wast- 
es, no government agency picks them up. 


If you don’t add your Christmas tree to 
your own compost, you have to take it to 
the parking lot of a nearby state park not 
used in winter, after removing wire, deco- 
rations and tinsel. The town or county 
chips them and uses the mulch. It has 
been pointed out to New Jersey residents 
that as everyone manages to get their 
Christmas tree home, they can also take 
it to a disposal place. Nothing goes to an 
incinerator in this section of New Jersey. 
Only the waste not recycled is trucked to 
a landfill in Pennsylvania. So far they 
have not found markets for plastics. 
There is one place we are ahead. 


It can be done. Everyone does not yet 
comply, but reports are that the waste 
producers are doing better obeying the 
law every month. Encouraging statistics 
and much support from all levels of gov- 
ernment certainly helps. 

Andover is burning Christmas trees at 
a cost of $65 per ton to the town. Why?

Proper Direction 


A few weeks ago Board of Selectmen Chairman 
William Downs suggested that the board should 
have more input into the budget preparation pro- 
cedure. i 

The suggestion is well founded, and, it is hoped, 
in the weeks ahead, the board will be devoting 

“time to review of budgetary requests in anticipa- 
tion of its presentation to the annual town meeting 
in April. 

For some time now, selectmen seem to have 
abandoned what was once a standard practice of 
holding so-called ‘work sessions’ dedicated solely 
to the review of individual department budgets. 

While they sometime proved to be long and ardu- 
ous, they were productive in that ofttimes finan- 
cial requests reviewed and found to be somewhat 
out of line with the needs of the town, thus 
dropped. 

At other times there were suggestions as to how 
best to provide certain services at lesser cost or in 
combination with other departments. 

Thus, the work sessions proved productive, and 
economies resulted. 

Mr. Downs, in offering his views before his col- 
leagues, said that a year ago the board was deeply 
involved in the comprehensive permit controver- 
sies, thus not able to devote sufficient time to bud- 
get processes. 

This may be a valid view, but the board should 
make the time available to perform its duties. 

In years past, as town meeting time approached, 
selectmen would meet virtually on a weekly basis, 


sometimes more often, to ensure that preparation 
of the budget and other items to be presented to 
town meeting were adequately studied before the 
gavel came down at the opening session. 

In recent years, this has not been the case with 
selectmen seemingly adhering to an every-other- 
week meeting schedule and during the summer 
months convening as infrequently as possible. 

Realizing full well that the elective position of 
selectmen is a part-time responsiblity and not very 
lucrative, it is still to be understood that if a person 
puts forward the desire for public service, then 
there is a certain amount of time which must be 
sacrificed. 

At this time of year, as town meeting ap- 
proaches, the position indeed should become more 
time consuming. 

While the town manager is basically charged 
with the responsibility of budget preparation, se- 
lectmen, as his overseers, should be taking suffi- 
cient time to review his proposals. 

It is to be hoped that Mr. Downs’ suggestion that 
selectmen be involved in the budget process will be 
followed in the weeks ahead. Already there has 
been a session of School and Finance committees 
and selectmen on the budget. 


The chairman of the selectmen has indicated 
that he and his colleagues will be continuing the 
budget review in work sessions as this new year 
begins, 

It is a proper direction for the board to follow.

nin, added MacDougall. 

Cronin, 50, is the youngest person elect- 
ed to the Andover Board of Selectmen, 
having won a seat in 1963 at the age of 25. 
After losing his U.S. congressional office 
in 1974, he has been rumored to be a gu- 
bernatorial candidate in previous cam- 
paign but has never run. However, as 
one local politician commented yester- 
day, with no incumbent governor in the 
race for the first time since 1960, things 
may have changed for Cronin. 


Although he hasn’t held office in 14 
years, MacDougall said Cronin has been 
active in the party. 

During the 1988 Republican presidential 
primary campaign, Cronin was one of 
three state co-chairmen for candidate 
Jack Kemp, the new Housing and Urban 
Development chief, said MacDougall, a 
political consultant and 3rd Essex Dis- 
trict representative for state Republi- 
cans. Cronin is a past president of the 
Middlesex Club, a Republican organiza- 
tion and a steady financial contributor to 
the party, said MacDougall. 

“It’s not real glitzy stuff,’ said Mac- 
Dougall. ‘‘Paul is not loud and pushy. But 
he is well-connected, not only in Massa- 
chusetts but in Washington.” 

If Cronin decides to run, his current low 
public image wouldn’t be a problem. 
“You can build ID almost overnight,”’ he 
said, ‘Plus, none of the other people be- 
ing mentioned have high ID factors.’ 

After serving one term as selectman, 
Cronin made an unsuccessful attempt to 
capture the 12th state representative dis- 
trict. But the incumbent resigned the of- 
fice one year later, and in the 1967 special 
election Cronin won overwhelmingly over 
Democratic challenger Vincent P. Davey. 

His greatest political victory came in 
1972 when he defeated Democrat John 
Kerry with 54 percent of the vote in the 
5th U.S. Congressional District. 

His incumbency was not destined to last 
long. In a hard-fought campaign, Paul 
Tsongas of Lowell beat the Andover con- 
gressman in 1974, a defeat that caused the 
politician to reassess his professional life. 

Cronin decided to focus on the energy 
industry, operating Sun Save Inc. for sev- 
eral years in Lawrence. Currently, he is 
president of Highline Industries Inc. of 
Lawrence, a holding company that runs 
several companies in the energy and 
high-tech fields. 

Among a profusion of names being 


tossed around as possible candidates, the 
following have emerged: 

Among Democrats, Rep. Joseph Kenne- 
dy II, Lt. Gov. Evelyn Murphy and Bos- 
ton Mayor Raymond Flynn have long 
been mentioned as possible successors to 
Dukakis. More recently John Flood, 
chairman of the state taxation commit- 
tee; Francis X. Bellotti, former state at- 
torneygeneral; and James Shannon, the 
current state attorney general have been 
included among Democratic hopefuls, al- 
though Shannon recently announced he 
did not intend to seek the governor’s of- 


fice. 


Republican names that have bobbed to 
the top include Edward King, the former 
Democratic governor who switched his 
allegiance to the Republican party after 
his 1982 loss to Dukakis; Andrew Card, 
recently namedas White House deputy 
chief of staff; and William Weld, a former 
assistant U.S. attorney under ex-Attorney 
General Edwin Meese.

I believe if we’d stuck with the game plan we’d have 
won.

Greater Lawrence Community Ac- 
tion Inc. was awarded a $20,800 
grant from the stae attorney gener- 
al’s office. 

Attorney General James M. Shan- 
non awarded $777,743 in funding 
from the Local Consumer Aid Fund 
to 27 area consumer and seven face- 
to-face mediation programs across 
the state. These consumer programs 
provide complaint resolution to thou- 
sands of citizens throughout Massa- 
chusetts, as well as information 
about their rights as consumers. 

“The statewide Local Consumer 
network is a very important link in 
consumer protection,’’ Shannon 
said. ‘‘Over the past year, these pro- 
grams have alerted my office to 
many cases of deceptive business 
practices which we might not have 
been aware of if not for the dedica- 
tion and commitment of these pro- 
fessionals.” 

The programs are funded by the 
attorney general’s office in part- 
nership with varying sponsor agen- 
cies. This year’s original 
appropriation was supplemented by 
approximately $120,000 in money re- 
ceived by the attorney general’s con- 
sumer protection division in 
settlement of consumer-related 
cases. 

Last year, the Local Consumer 
Programs handled more than 16,000 
written complaints and saved con- 
sumers $3.2 million. 

The Local Consumer Aid Fund 
was established in 1977 to assist con- 
sumer groups in the handling of con- 
sumer complaints statewide. All 
complaints are logged into a central 
computer in the attorney general’s 
office for monitoring purposes. Le- 
gal action is often taken where there 
are patterns of unfair practices or 
attempts to mediate serious com- 
plaints fail. 

Problems handled by the local 
agencies typically involve auto- 
mobile sales or repairs, home im- 
Pore ae ie transactions, 
andlord/tenant disputes, deceptive 
advertising and is- 
sues concerning 
credit or debt col- 
lection, time shares 
or health.
